This dliplay of force, however, djd not 
irevcut other molw from atoning the 
mrrnokH ot the troops, hooting tho sol- 
diers and hurling rotten fruit at thuin. 


Finally the soldiers became tmvugud and 


ofQcers gave orders that volleya should bo 
fired in tha air. This had tho desired 
effect, for at the first volloy the riotous 
quarrymeu and their friouds vanlshuil 
and tho troops started iu pursuit of tha 
armed bunds who had been previously 
driven out of the city.

necessary as the quarrymeu had repeat- 
edly threatened to return with a supply o: 
dynamite with which to blow up the ba: 
rucks, municipal buildings and residences! 
of those who supported tho government 
and local authorities.

something "entirely new" such as the Swed- 
isk method of controlling the sale or that 
nowln force in South Carolina. The Nation. 
alists and Populists are opposed to the Nor- 
wegian or Gothenburg system. 


It Is not unlikely that an effort will be 


made to introduce the system now in force 
in South Carolina. In that state the busi- 
ness is conducted by a state commissioner, 
State hoard of control and county dispen- 
sers with the assistance of. clerks all of 
Whom must be total abstainers. All llquori 
are tested, declared pure and sold only on 
sealed packages not to be opened on the 
Premises. Customers are. not required to 
tell for what purpose they want the liquor, 
and there is no opportunity to indulge the 
treating habit Under this law the sales of 
liquor have been reduced T>y 50 per cent. 
While the numher of arrests for drunken- 
ness has been reduced in a corresponding 
degree. 


This takes away the incentive to sel 


liquor inasmuch as the element of profit is 
overcome, and there is no drinking in 
street saloons. Moreover the liquor is sold 
only in the daytime so that night debauchei 
are a thing of the past. 


This law is in tts experimental stage in 


the Sontb, and there will be considerable 
opposition to its adoption in New Eng- 
land. Massachusetts will be contented to 
have a modification of the present law so 
that tbe license limit may be removed, and 
the price of a license fixed at a figure that 
will not encourage too many to enter tbe 
business. In a short period the liquor 
business will then regulate itself.

SOUTH CAROLINA LIO.UOB LAW. 


At a time wheu there are so many nos- 


trums for tho improvement of tho present 
liquor laws It is quite likely llmt some leg- 
islator will brine up something oiiginal, 
something "entirely new" such as the Swed- 
ish method of controlling the sale or that 
now in force in South Carolina. The Nation- 
alists and Populists are opposed lo the Nor- 
wegian or Gothenburg system. 


It is not unlikely that an effort will be 


made to Introduce the system now in force 
iu South Carolina. In ibat state tho busi- 
ness is conducted by n slato commissioner, 
state board of control and county dispen- 
sers with the assistance of clerks all of 
whom must be total abstainers. All liquors 
are tested, declared pure and sold only on 
sealed packages not to be opened on tbe 
premises. Customers are not required to 
tell for what purpose they want the liquor, 
and tbero is no opportunity to Indulge Hie 
tr=:ting batiit. Under ibis law tbc sales of 
liquor have been reduced by 50 per cent, 
while tbe number dC arrcsls for drunken- 
ness has been reduced in a corresponding 
degree. 


Tbis takes away tho incentive 10 scl. 


liquor inasmuch as the element of profit is 
overcome, and there is no drinking Ir 
street saloons. Moreover the liquor is sol 
only in the daytime so thai night debauches 
Me a thing of the past. 


This law is in Its experimental stage I .

In reply the attorney general holds that 


the requirement of section 0 of the act re 
f erred to is that the "permission" to and 
''identification" of the Chinese person 
should ba evidenced by a certificate issued 
by the government to which he may be a 
(ubject. 
The government can act, he 


holds, iu the issuance of such certificates 
only through and by its officers aud its 
agents If it chooser to select its coubular 
officer iu foreign countries as such officers 
and agents, it has the right so to do. Such 
consular officers of China, being duly em- 
powered by the Chinese government, may 
properly issue the certificates in question. 


The right o£ a Chinaman to enter the 


TJnited States aimed with such certifi- 
cates as those referred to above came UD 
recently iu Neiv Yorlc, where a number oi 
Chinese peisons arrived having certifi- 
cates from the consul of China at Havana 
The matter came before the courts and a 
decision favorable to the Chinamen was 
rendered. This opinion, with a pievious 
one of the attorney general that China 
men en route to other cwmtms can pas 
in transit through the United States, will 
hinder the enforcement of the Chinese ex- 
clusion act.

Writ of Replevin Could Not Be Served 


and the Widow Goes Into Court to Get 
Judicial Assistance Against Her Motli- 
er-io.-I.aw. 


A peculiar ease came before Judge Lil- 


ley this weet, the quarrel of a widow and 
her mother-in-law over the possession of 
the dead husband's body. Dennis 0'!Neil 
of Korth Brighton died last Saturday at his 
mother's home, he and his wife having 
lived apart for some time past, the separa- 
tion, it is said, to have been an amicable 
one. The wife engaged an undertaker and 
made arrangements to have the body in- 
terred in the same lot with their child. 
But the mother had made different plans 
and refused admittance to the wife's un- 
dertaker. Both parties engaged counsel, 
and it was found that while the wife had 
an indoubtable right to the body of her 
husband, there were several difficulties in 
the way of obtaining it. Replevin wouldn' t 
do because there was the question as to 
whether the body was "goods, chattels, 
etc., to the -value of $20" in the language 
of the statutes. Again another statute 
forbids sheriffs and constables to take dead 
bodies on mesne process. Lawyer T. " 
Coakley went before Judge Lilley with a 
petition, and the judge ordered the issuing 
of a subpcena commanding the mother to 
appear before him and show cause for not 
yielding. She succumbed; the undertaker 
was allowed to remove the body, but the 
wife's own mother would not allow it in 
her bouse, and finally the much discussed 
corpse found a resting place in a. cemetery, 
having been taken there yesterday after- 
noon from the place whera it had been, 
kept since Saturday.

Dennis O'Ncil 
of North Brighton died last Saturday at his 
mother's home, ho and his wife having 
lived apart for some time, past, the separa- 
tion, it is said, to have been an amicable 
one. The wife engaged an undertaker and 
made arrangements to have the body in- 
terred In the same lot with their child. 
But tbe mother had made different plans 
and refused admittance to the wife's un- 
dertaker. Both parties engaged counsel 
and It was found that while the wife had 
an indouhtable right to the body of her 
husband, there were several difficulties in 
the way of obtaining it. Replevin wouldn't 
do because there was the question as to 
whether the body was "goods, chattels 
etc., to the value of ?20" in the language 
of tbe statutes. Again another statute 
forbids sheriffs and constables to take dead 
bodies on mesne process. Lawyer T. "W. 
Coakley went before Judge Lilley with a 
petition, and tho judgo ordered the issuing 
of a subpoena commanding tbe mother to 
appear before him and show causa for not 
yielding. She succumbed; the undertaker 
was allowed to remove the body, hut the 
wife's own mother would not allow It in 
Ler house, and finally tho much discussed 
corpse found a resting place in a. cemetery, 
having been taken there yesterday after- 
noon from the placa wlicro it had been 
kept since Saturday.

I,, Hat state the busi- 
ness is coufineted by a stale commissioner 
state board of control and counly dispen- 
sers wilh llio assistance of clerks all of 
whom must be total abstainers. All liquors 
are lested, declared pure and sold only on 
«ealed packages not to be opened on ti,0 
premises. Cnslnmers are not required to 
tell for what purpose they want tin- |iquor, 
and there is no oppurtunlly to indnl-e the 
treating habit. Under tliis law ibe B!llcs a! 
liquor have been reduced by 5u per cent 
while the number of arrests for drunken- 
ness has been reduced iu a corresponding; 
degree.

The government can act, he 


holds, in the i&suance of such certificates 
only through and by its officers and its 
agents 
If it chooses to select its consular 


officer in foreig u coiuitries as such officers 
and agents, it has the right so to do. Such 
consul.tr officers of China, being duly em- 
powered by the Chinese government, may 
propel ly issue the certificates in question. 


The rigat of a Chinaman to enter th< 


United States armed with such certifi- 
cates as those referred to above came un 
recently iu New York, where ti number oi 
Chinese persons arrived having certifi- 
cates fiorn the consul of China at Havana. 
The matter came before the courts and a 
decision favorable to the Chinamen was 
rendered. This opinion, with a previous 
one of the attorney general that China 
men en route to other countries caa pav 
in transit through the United States, wil 
hinder the enforcement of the Chinese ex 
elusion act.

ROME, Jon. 17.—A thousand workmen 


employed in the marble 
quarries at 


Massa struck work aud threatened to in- 
vade the town. As it was kuowu that 
anarchist ugilatorsliad been nt work lor 
Bouiu time past among the quuwyoicn, 
who are a desperate class of men, fii- 
miliar? with the use of explosives, tho 
strike caused'tho greatest iilarrn at Mussa, 
and there is no doubt that serious disorder 
would have resulted had it not been for 
the presence of the troops, who lixed 
bayonets and charged upon tho disorderly 
portions of the mob, forcing them to re- 
treat to the woods. 


This display of force, however, did not 


prevent other mobs from utouliiK the 
barracks of the troops, hooting the sol- 
diers aud hurling rotten fruit at them. 


Finally the soldieM became enraged and 


officers gave ojtiers that volleys should hu 
fired in the air. This had the desired 
effect, for at the first volley the riotous 
qunrrymen and their friends vanished 
and the troops started in pursuit of the 
armed baude who hud been previously 
driven out of the city. 


Threatened Wltli Dyimmltc. 


This pursuit was rendered all the more 


necessary as the quarrymen hud repeat- 
edly threatened to return with, a supply oil 
dynamite with which to blow up the bar- 
racks,, municipal buildings and residence!) 
of those who supported tho government 
and looal authorities. 


At Massa, as well as nt Carrara, was a 


period of terror, All the inhabitants who 
had valuables secreted them ami u num- 
ber of them managed to obtain convey- 
ances aud lied from the disturbed district 
with all their portaolti belongings*. 


Eight of the. analruuiats were killed aud 


40 or 50 were wounded. Thoije, it should 
bo slated, are the figures given out by tho 
government authorities, The people of 
Massa. assert that at least 50 of tho 
quarrymen were shot. During the fight- 
ing the garrison barred the highways in 
order to prevent the entry of tho anar- 
chists into the town. 


It is now known that an armed band ol 


anarchists gathered early Monday morn- 
ing ot Tornno and awoke tho inhabitants 
by sounding the tocsiu. 
When the al- 


armed inhabitants rushed 
from 
their 


houses, fearing a terrible conflagration or 
something pf that description, the anar- 
chists overrun the village and compelloO 
the people to deliver up all their arms aui 
ammunition, Tho anarchists then secmret 
all thowintand spirits procurable anc 
prepared to march, upon Carrara.
